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DELUSIONS

We hope to be able with a few 
words to warn everybody, from a 
Bible standpoint, of the great danger 
of getting under a delusion of the 
devil. It is not our purpose to try to 
discuss the awfulness of the effects of 
a delusion, but the danger of getting 
under a delusion that you may know 
how to steer clear of danger. 

“And for this cause God shall send 
them STRONG DELUSION, that they 
should believe a lie.” 2 Thess. 2:11. 

“And for this cause.” What cause? 
We find that the whole of this chapter 
down to the 13th verse, is a timely 
warning to us concerning the coming 
of the antichrist. This world is now 
rapidly preparing a kingdom for the 
antichrist. Remember that the anti- 
christ is to be actuated by the real 
power of the devil. Verse 7 says, “For 
the mystery of iniquity doth already 
work.” The 8th verse says, “And then 
shall that wicked be revealed.” “And 
then” means the coming of Jesus, 
“that wicked” means the antichrist. 
Vorse 9 says, “Even him, (the anti- 
christ) whose coming is after (or by) 
the working of Satan with all POWER 
and SIGNS and LYING wonders, and 
with all DECEIVABLENESS of un- 
righteousness in them that perish; 
BECAUSE THEY RECEIVED NOT 
THE LOVE OF THE TRUTH THAT 
THEY MIGHT BE SAVED.” “And for 
this CAUSE.” What cause? you ask. 
“Because they received not the LOVE 
of the TRUTH.” This brings us to the 
point, receiving, or not receiving the 
love of the truth. When we believe, 
receive, accept, and love the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth, and 
put it in practice the best we can, then 
every thing in and out of hell can not 
deceive us or get us ina delusion. But, 
when we bump up against the truth 
of God’s Word, (and all there is to 
God’s Word is truth) and refuse to 
receive the love of it, then we lay 
down a slip-gap for the devil, and the 
devil likes to g0 through slip-gaps. 

For the sake of Jesus and our own 
immortal soul, let us love all of the 
truth of God’s Word. And, if we love 
the truth we will put it in practice. If 
we refuse to put in practice the truth, 
as we learn the truth, or put forth an 
effort to put it in practice, right then 
we lay ourselves liable to the delud- 
ing, deceiving, seducing power of 
Satan. 

When people receive NOT the love 
of the truth God sends them (He sends 
it by Satan) a strong delusion that 
they should believe a lie. “That they 
all might be damned who RECEIVED 
NOT THE TRUTH but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness.” Verse 12. 

I do not know all about the terrible 
effects of being deceived (under a de- 
lusion), but I know it is a pitiful state 
for one to be in. He thinks he is right 
when he is wrong. He thinks he has 
God’s Spirit when he has Satan's 
spirit. He thinks he is doing God’s 
will when he is doing the will of the 
real devil. He thinks he is saved when 
he is going to the hot place and lead- 
ing others with him. All of the mis- 
sionaries in the world could not get 
him to see himself and get him con- 
verted. He’s like a sore toe on @ foot. 
He’s like a felon on 4 finger. He’s 
a thorn in the flesh of a chureh and 
that not for a good purpose. He’s 
leaven in the lump. He’s a goat among 
the sheep. He’s a pest, a plague, a 
stumbling-block and doesn’t know it. 
Poor, pitiful tool of Satan, and doesn't 
know it. You can’t tell him. He can’t 
see it. The devil’s blind-fold is over 
the eyes of his soul. 

Every stone in the foundation of the 
antichrist’s kingdom, which is now be- 
ing prepared, is deception. This world 
is now on the last leg of its hop to 
hell, and its machine is deception— 
delusion. 

One might be deceived to some ex- 
tent, and get out of it, but when de 
ception is finished, or gone to seed, 
I believe that that man is possessed 
with a spirit of delusion and is past 
redemption. 

We love repentance, regeneration, 
restitution, straightening up, sanctifi- 
cation, living a holy life, quitting 
tobacco and all filth of the flesh, keep-

AWAKE TO RIGHTEOUSNESS AND 


SIN

As I look at the world today going 
along recklessly in its mad rush as 


though the people were insane, frenzy 
or in a kind of a stupor, and especial- 
ly when I see this spirit taking hold 
of many who once enjoyed the bless- 
ings of the Lord, it makes me feel like 
crying out with Paul, “Awake to right- 
eousness and sin not.” 1 Cor. 15:34. 


Let us notice “awake”. Webster 
Says it means “arouse, bestir (put in-, 
to lively action) one’s self; waken out | 
of sleep or a state resembling it.” | 
Since we do not have the word sleep | 
directly mentioned in’ the text, I be-| 
lieve we will refer also to Eph. 5:14. | 
“Awake thou that sleepest, and arise | 
from the dead, and Christ shall give | 
thee light.” The word sleep means 
“to be careless or unconcerned; not! 
to be vigilant (on the lookout); sus-| 
pension of the functions of the intel- ! 
lectual powers.” And now listen what | 
he says further, “Sleep may be com- 
plete or incomplete: the mind is often 
very active in imperfect sleep, but its 
powers not being under the control 
of reason, its exercises are very ir- 
regular.” Now I think we can see the 
reason that many act as they do; they 
are “sleeping,” possibly not soundly 
sleeping, but just “dozing”. They keep 
going and do not close their eyes (yet | 
they seem to be as blind as though! 
their eyes were closed) but the truth 
about it is, they are partially asleep 
(“imperfect sleep’). 

People often do things in their 
“sleep” that they would not do if they 
were awake. I once knew a man who 
had to arise early and go to his work 
and as he and his wife were often up 
late, going to meeting, and the woman 
being rather hard to wake, the man 
often prepared his own breakfast and 
let her sleep. This displeased her very 
much so she made him promise to get 
her up. Several mornings he called her 
until he got her out and _ into the | 
kitchen, there to sit and sleep until 
he led her back to the bed to awake 
later in the day and cry because she 
was not called to prepare the morning , 
meal. 

I also knew a young man_ who, 
shortly after his father had purchased 
a new tractor, got up in the night, ' 
went out, got on it and was trying to, 
drive it when he awoke out of his’ 
“imperfect sleep,” and of course, he 
was ashamed of himself and went back ' 
to the house and got in bed again.’ 
Many of us are ashamed of our past! 
conduct when we get fully awake. 
Rom. 6:21. 


I heard of a man who got up in his 
sleep and went out, clad only in his 
sleeping garments, to where they were 
building a new barn near his house, 
and climbed up and was walking 
around on the framing some fourteen 
to sixteen feet from the ground. His 
folks missed him and, as he was ac- 
customed to walking in his sleep, they | 
started to search for him and found | 
him climbing around in this danger- 
ous place. They knew it would never | 
do to wake him suddenly as the fright 
was liable to cause him to lose his 
balance and fall. Oh how those anxious 
hearts longed to go up and grab him 
or to call him and warn him of the 
awful danger he was in, but to do so 
may cause him to fall to his death. 
Was his mind working? Yes his mind 
was “active, but its powers were not! 
under the control of reason.” 

This is the condition of many today 
spiritually; they seem to be going to! 
sleep. Many times the pastor feels like , 
seolding severely some of those who 
are “dozing” and beginning to do 
things that are out of reason, because 
he sees the danger they are in, but af-| 
ter careful and prayerful consider- 
ation we proceed very cautiously for. 
fear of causing the death of the very 
one whose life we are trying to save. 

We have given some _ instances 
above, where folks have gone out in a! 
semi-nude condition because they were 
not awake. Could we imagine a young 
lady, with all the modesty that _be- 
longs to a Christian lady, going out 
before the public with a dress that 
will not cover her knees, neither while 
walking nor sitting down? Any good 
pastor would be ashamed of such a 
member; and Paul says, Charity “doth 
not behave itself unseemly (indecent- 
ly).” The Syriac says, “Doth nothing 
that causeth shame.” Then the least 
we can say is that such a member 
lacks the love of God, and is undoubt- 
edly not “awake.” 

















People often talk in their “sleep” 
and say things that they would not 
say if they were “awake”, 

Please do not understand me to say 


that it is the women altogether whose 
minds are not acting “under the con- 
trol of reason,” (sleeping). There are 
men just as bad, and, sad to say, some 
of them appear as “ministers of right- 
eousness.” May God help us to be 
wide awake for “we are not of the 
night, nor of darkness. Therefore let 
US not sleep, as do others; but let 


us watch and be sober.” 1 Thess. 
5:5, 6. 

“TO RIGHTEOUSNESS.” “Awake 
to Righteousness.”— Just; rightful; 


upright.” One of my dictionaries says 
the word righteousness was taken 
from two words meaning “right” and 
“way”, thus we would have it “awake 
to the right way”. Surely this is what 
people need to do who are allowing 
themselves to be doped into a state 
resembling imperfect sleep, so that 
they do things so contrary to God and 
His Holy Word and do not seem to be 
aware of the awful danger they are 
in. If they are not on the wrong 
(broad) way, there is danger of them 
getting gn it unless they “awake to 
righteousness” and 

“SIN NOT.” 

The inference here is that there is 
danger of sinning if we are not fully 
awake. “Awake to righteousness and 
sin not.” 

Some one will say, “Weill, I know I 
do not have the victory like I once 
did, but I am trying to live right.” 
This reminds me of one time when I 
had been up late during Christmas 
week and was up all night watchnight 
meeting; the next night was regular 
prayer meeting night at the church 
and, of course, I could not stay at 
home. I had about four and one-half 
miles to walk home, and on my way 
I fell asleep several times and walked 
out of the road. I could hardly resist 
lying down by the roadside and taking 
a nap. This is the way it is with Chris- 
tians when they get “cold” in their 
experience and get “sleepy’’—they be- 
gin to walk out of the straight and 
narrow path here and there; this 
makes them, all the more discouraged 
(feeling like I did that night, that 
they cannot possibly stay “awake” and 
keep on the right road until they get 
home), so they feel like just stopping 
by the wayside and resting a while 
from the Christian race while they 
enjoy the pleasures of the world for 
a season. But the probabilities are, if 
they do so they will never “awake” 
again, just as it would have been with 
me if I had lain down by the side of 
the road on the frozen ground. 

Jesus, in speaking of the awful 
tribulation that is soon coming on the 


earth, said, “Watch ye therefore, and | 


pray always, that ye may be account- 
ed worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of Man.” Paul gives 
us to understand that folks that are 
dozing along are not able to “watch”. 
He says, “Let us not sleep—but let us 
watch.” Yet people in this lukewarm 
or cold condition say they are not sin- 
ning, and feel like they are getting 
along pretty well, although the Bible 
tells us that “all unrighteousness is 
SIN” and again we read that “‘to him 
that knoweth to do good and doeth 
it not, to him it is sin.” One great 
man of God said, “God forbid that I 
should SIN in ceasing to pray for 
you.” Then to fail in our duties to 
God, even to fail in prayer, is a very 
dangerous thing. I am persuaded that 
the only sure way to keep out of SIN 
is to be “AWAKE TO RIGHTEOUS- 
NESS.” 

The wise man said, “Righteousness 
exalteth a nation; but sin is a re- 
proach to any people.” Beloved, let’s 
steer just as far from. sin as we pos- 
sibly can. Satan may tell you that you 
could be more popular if you would 
not be quite so particular about your 
religion; but don’t forget that “SIN is 
a REPROACH to any people.” You 
may “fly high” for a while and “en- 
joy the pleasures of SIN for a season” 
but once sin gets hold of you, if you 
do not break loose from it, it will 
bring sorrow, heartaches, REPROACH 
and finally eternal death to you just 
the same as it has to all those who 
have partaken of it all down through 
the ages. Remember that Jesus came 
to “save His people from their sin.”

Introduction: After eighteen raonti:s 
of stormy opposition, Paul succeeded 
in organizing the Church of God at 
Corinth among the Gentiles. After his 
departure the Church was split into 
factions, each faction following its 
selected leader. We have Paul trying 
to bring under one leader the divided 
factions, for our lesson to-day. 

The words ‘Church of God” are 
complete within themselves, or this 
term might be called stem or nucleus 
therefore it would be necessary for all 
other churches to come back to the 
apostolic faith, or the Church of God 
in order to dwell together in unity and 
to have pleasant fellowship one with 
another. 

First: Pleading for oneness. The 
factions of the church grew out of 
nonesseutials, things that were not 
of so much importance. These ractions 
have been multiplied until very little 
truth remains in them to-day. ‘The 
ability of Pata, t.> firmness of Peter, 
or the spokesmanship of Apollos be- 
came the basis of contention, which 
gradually grew into divisions and after 
wards left the great Church of God. 
Hatred took the place of love, and 
division the place of unity. After all 
of Paul’s pleading he was not able to 
keep the early church united in one- 
ness and consequently the one faith, 
the one Lord, and the one baptism 
way has suffered great losses during 
the dark ages of A. D. history. From 
certain parts of the earth it seems to 
have been hidden for centuries, but 
thank God the true light has come to 
stay now and we have in the Church 
of God the same faith that the 
apostles died for. Now may we stand 
true to “Old Zion,” God’s earthly 
government. 

Second: One leader. The Church ot 
of God has but one leader which is 
Jesus Christ. This was, and is, oue 
great article in the true creed of God's 
church. He has but one mind and can 
not be divided. We are commanded 
to let that mind be in us. Naturally 
by letting His one mind be in us, 
would put us in one accord since He 
has but one mind. The factions in the 
church at Corinth came abvut by the 
members taking their eyes off of 
Christ and fixing them on men. Since 
that day the commandments of God 
have been mostly broken by the tra- 


Gition of men but may wa rally and 
get out of this darkness and cease 
from following puny man whose 


breath is in his nostrils. Christians 
should not be divided about Christ, 
for the nearer we aproach Him the 
more we eliminate controversy. We 
might ask the question, Is Christ 
divided? No, but men are. Can we 
conceive of Christ setting forth 
hundreds of denominations? And if the 
case were true, would He permit such 
conflicts, one contending and _ inter- 
fering with the other? Third: One 
purpose. Since the Church of God has 
but one leader, we would naturally 
expect to find but one purpose, or one 
common task. And since the church 
is called God’s building and Christ the 
head carpenter and us the workmen, 
we woulda naturaily expect to see 
some doing one thing and some 
another; some working with hammers 
and saws, some with trowels and mor- 
tar, some with one tool and material 
and some anotner, but all according to 
the blueprint. One servant plows, 
another saws, another waters _ soil, 
but they are all aiming at one thing. 
The Master does not employ anybody 
to hinder or destroy another’s work. 
In the end it is everybody’s harvest.
